CANADIAN 1968 NICKEL COINAGE TO BE ISSUED IN AUGUST : The all nickel 

Canadian 10$, 25$, 50$ and SI. 00 dated 1968 will be issued early in 
August. They are now being struck and will be stockpiled till then. 
The 50$ and $1.00 will be smaller in diameter than the 1967 coins. 

All coins will have the 1966 design. At present the 10$ and 25$ are 
being made of .500 silver but these will be discontinued shortly. 

Uncirculated copies of the nickel dollar are available at $1.25 each 
with a minimum order of 5 or multiples of 5. A special leatherette 
presentation case is available for the dollar at $1.25 extra. 

Uncirculated copies of the 5 coin nickel set and the 1$ in bronze 
are available at $4.00 each in quantities of 1, 3 or 5 sets, or 
multiples of 5 sets. 

Orders should be sent to Coins Uncirculated, Box 470, Ottawa, 
Ontario, Canada. Checks (payable in Canadian Funds) should be made 
payable to the Receiver General of Canada and certified.

BO OK REVIEWS

®bicion ‘this . standard reference work is greatly enlarged 
it being 203 pages as against 136 pages for the second edition, and 
excellent photographs replace the line drawings of the second edition 

The book covers all known dates of British silver coinage from 1649 
through the 1968 decimal coinage by denomination, beginning with the 
crowns, and ending with the Maundy Money. It lists all known die 
varieties, patterns, proof specimens and various metals for each date 
of British silver coinage. A rarity scale indicates the relative 
scarcity of each variety, metal, etc., for each date. Prices are 
not given. 

The same basic format is followed as in the second edition, but new 
features have been added. Over 625 very sharp photographs of all 
type coins and some varieties replace the line drawings of the second 
edition. Many more coins are shown in photographs in the third 
edition than in line drawings in the second edition. The section 
on the History of the Coinage has been re-written and enlarged. The 
history of the coinage of each monarch with new data on engravers 
and designers of their coinage is given chronologically beginning 
with the Commonwealth period. Tables at the end of the book have 
been added to this edition giving the mintages for each denomination 
and date of silver coin from 1816-1966 0 

The book is printed on a heavy glossy paper which allows excellent 
reproduction of the photographs. The book is the same dimension as 
the previous edition and is bound with a blue hard cover. A very 
attractive heavy blue foil dust jacket protects the hard cover. 

This is the only book available that lists all die varieties, pat- 
terns, proofs, and various metals for each date of each denomination 
of English siiver coinage. With over 40 years numismatic study 
behind them, the authors have produced a first-rate reference work 
on English silver coinage. Frank Purvey, photographer and Public- 
ations Director, should be congratulated on the high quality of his 
very excellent photographs. This book is very highly recommended to 
all interested numismatists. 


Booklet on Hong K ong Coinage issued : A 27 page booklet entitled 

"Regal Coinage of Hong Kong" by Ray Hamson was recently issued and 
is available from the Museum and Art Gallery, City Hall, Hong Kong 
for $2.00. The booklet lists all the dates of Hong Kong coinage and 
the major die varieties and gives some new data on the major die var- 
ieties of the Queen Victoria coinage. No mintage figures are given 
and no valuations. All type coins are illustrated with excellent 
photographs. An 11 page introductory section covers the history of 
Hcnq Kcng coins, counterfeit coins, rare coins, mint marks and other 
top res. The booklet is highly recommended.

"Coin Collector and Shopper" monthly newspaper published by Krause 
Publications, Iola, Wisconsin 54954, USA. $3.00 per year for 12 
monthly issues. 

"The Coin Collector", formerly published by the Coin Collector Co. cf 
Kewanne, Illinois, has been acquired by Krause Publications of Iola, 
Wisconsin and combined with their former monthly newspaper "The Coin 
Shopper" into a new monthly coin newspaper entitled "Coin Collector 
and Shopper" . 

The first issue of the two combined coin newspapers was published in 
May 1968 and contained 40 pages printed on newspaper 11 x 17 inches 
in size. 

*The Coin Collector and Shopper" features news items on new issues 
of coins of all countries, book reviews, and monthly columns by such 
well known numismatists as Maurice Gould, Randolph Zander, Arlie 
Slabaugh, A. J. Croshier, Paul Whitnah, David Ganz and Q, David Bower 
Each columnist will offer valuable advice to the collector on varied 
subjects each month. Counterfeit coins, tokens and medals, United 
States coins, and numismatic data for the young collector were some 
of the items discussed by the various columnists. 

Classified advertisements, as well as advertisements from many 
numismatic firms, occupy about one-quarter of the . newspaper . The 
newspaper is recommended to all collectors, especially those who are 
seeking to broaden their knowledge on many phases of numismatics and 
those who like to trade, buy or sell coins. 


EUROPEAN NUMISMATICS Vol I, Number I, May 1968. Published by 
Uitgeverij , Numismatics Nederland N. V., Darwinplantsoon 26, 
Amsterdam 6, Holland. $2.10 US (surface mail) or $3.50 US (air 
mail) for a 1 year subscription. 

"European Numismatics" is Europe’s first commercial numismatic 
journal to be devoted to coins, banknotes, medals, tokens and 
numismatic literature of the coins of the world. It is a multi- 
lingual magazine. The first issue published in May 1968 included 
articles in English, French, Dutch and German on such subjects as 
Irish Coins, Counterfeit Coins, Indonesian banknotes and German East 
African Coinage. Advertisements from European and American firms 
are included. 

S. A. M. Le Loux, well known Dutch numismatist is the editor. He 
plans six issues for the first year to be issued in two month 
intervals. 

The magazine is well printed and the illustrations are clear, 
is 6 x 8 inches and is printed on heavy paper.

"Current Coins of the World" by R. S. Yeoman, Second Edition, 1968, 
256 pages, illustrated, $2.50 US. Published by Western Publishing 
Co., Inc., Whitman Hobby Division, Racine, Wisconsin, USA. 

The second edition of "Current Coins of the World" by R. S. Yeoman, 
released in May, lists all type coins for all countries of the world 
from approximately 1940 to date. 


Valuations for each type coin is given in very fine condition for 
those coins issued before 1953 and in uncirculated condition for 
those coins issued from 1953 to date. Many of the type coins are 
illustrated by very clear photographs. 

Each type coin is numbered according to the system set up in Yeoman - s 
"brown book" entitled "A Catalogue of Modern World Coins". This 
numbering system is now standard throughout the world. 

The book has a hard white cover and is printed on glossy paper of 
5 x 1^2 inches. 

The second edition lists a number of countries which were not in- 
cluded in the first edition as they issued their new coinage after 
the first edition was published. Among them are Botswana, Brunei, 
Gambia, Gibraltar, Guyana, New Hebrides, Malaysia, Qatar and Dubai, 
Singapore and Western Samoa. 

This book and Yeoman’s "A Catalogue of Modern World Coins" are the 
world-recognized-standard listing and pricing of type coins of all 
countries. The Yeoman numbering system has set a necessary standard 
which has brought order out of chaos. Numismatists throughout the 
world owe Mr. Yeoman a great debt as his books have enabled thousands 
of numismatists to form type collections of one or more countries. 

The second edition of "Current Coins of the vprld" is highly recom- 
mended to all numismatists.
